Bill No. X or 1969 

A BUI lo amend the Young Persons (Harmful PubUeations) Act, 19S6. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twentieth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: — 

1 . This Act may be called the Young Persons (Harmful Publications) 
Amendment Act, 1969. 

9 io .fi 93 C. 2 , In section 2 of the Young Persons (Harmful Publications) Act, 1956, 

for clause (a), the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

‘(a) “hermful publication” means any book, magazine, pamphlet, 
leaflet, newspaper or other like publication which consists of articles, 
poems, questions and answers (by whatsoever name they may be 
called), either illustrated wholly or in part or not containing any 

illustration, or stories toW with the aid of pictures or without the aid 
of pictures- or wliolly in pictures, being articlen, poems, questions end 
answers or stories, ns the case may be, de,scribing or portraying, wholly 
or mainly— 

(i) the commission of offences; or 

fii) acts «f violence or cruelty; or 
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(iii) incidents of an obscene, repulsive or horrible nature; or 

(iv) any matter relating to the private lives of cinema 
stars ; 

in such a way that the publication as a whole would tend to corrupt 
a young person into whose hands it might fall, whether by inciting 
or encouraging him to commit offences or acts of violence or cruelty 
or depravity or immorality or in any other manner whatsoever; 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The so-called cinema magazines exerl a great deal erf bad influence on 
the immature minds of young persons and tend to corrupt their morale. 
A check in such publications is very essential and hence this Bill.

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S^'ATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Article^ 220 of the Conslilotion prevents a persvm who has held 
office as a permanent judgf‘ o! a High Court from pleading or acting 
Jn any court or before any authority in India except the Supreme 
Court and the other High Courts. With the meagre amount of 
pension they get and the small earnings they make by pleading or 
acting in a court where they are comparatively unknown, the restric¬ 
tion placed by the sai’d article causes undue hardship to such persons. 
It is felt therefore thnt this restriction should go. 

Hence this Bill.

A Bili further to amend the Constitution of India. 

Be it enocted Parliament in the Twentieth Year of the Republic 
ol India as follows: — 

1 . This Act may be called the Constitution (Amendment) Act, 1969. 

2. In article 155 of the Constitution, after the word ^^seal”, the words 
“after obtaining the consent of the Chief Minister of the State” shall 
be added. 

3. In article 156 of the CoTistltution, after clause (I), the following 
proviso shall be inserted, namely: — 

“Provided that if at any time the Chief Minister of the State 
requests the President for the recall of the Governor, he shall be 
recalled by the President within seven days of the receipt of such 
request” 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The present system of appointment of Governors is modelled on the 
system followed in the days of the British rule. In the context of recent 
developments, it has been found that this system is not conducive to the 
cordial relationship between the States and the Centre. While the Gov¬ 
ernor has to perform certain executive functions as the head of the 
State, he must not act as a mere stooge of the Centre; if his activities 
are considered by the Chief Minister of the State as improper, he should 
be recalled. 

The Bill seeks to make suitable amendments in the Constitution for 
this purpose.

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twentieth Year of the Republic 
cf India as follows: — 

X. This Act may be called the Constitution (Amendment) Act, 1969, 

2. In article 156 of the Constitution, after clause (3), the following 
clause shall be inserted, namely: — 

*‘(4) The Governor shall be recalled by the President on a resolu¬ 
tion passed to that effect by the Legislative Assembly c*f the State 
by a majority of «ill the then members of the Assembly,” 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

There is no provision in the Constitution for the recall of a Governor 
of a State If he misuses his powers and position and the Legislative As¬ 
sembly of the State desires that in the interest of the State he should be 
recalled. This Bill seeks to remove the lacuna.
